Roosevelt  County 


Located  in  northeastern  Montana,  Roosevelt  County  is  Montana's  1 7th 
most  populous  with  1 0,999  residents,  according  to  the  1 990  Census. 

Wolf  Point,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  26th  largest  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  2,880.  Roosevelt  County  is  home  to  the  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reserva- 
tion. According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  19 19  and  named  for  U.S. 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Roosevelt  County  households  in  1989  was  $19,445.  The  county  is  2,369.7 
square  miles  in  area;  2,355.7  square  miles  in  land  area  and  14  in  inland 
water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average  monthly 
temperatures  range  from  a  maximum  of  23.7  degrees  above  in  January  to 
a  max  of  7 1.7  degrees  above  in  July.  According  to  the  Montana  Alma- 
nac, the  annual  precipitation  in  1995  was  12.29  inches  and  the  length  of  the 
growing  season  103  days.   And  the  Montana  Almanac  shows  the  commu- 
nity of  Culbertson  is  one  of  the  coldest  places  in  Montana  with  an  average 
daily  low  of  minus  2.0  degrees.
